RENEWED PETITION UNDER RULE 1.10(c)

Dear Sir: . 

In response to the Decision Dismissing Petition dated April 30, 202, Applicant resubmits 
this Petition to grant a filing date of December 12, 2001 to the above-referenced application. 

Petitioner mailed a Petition under Rule 1.10(c) on January 3, 2002. The Decision in 
response to the Petition dated April 30, 2002 states that the Petitioner has included a copy of the 
tracking report printed from the USPS Internet Track & Confirm which shows that a mailing 
bearing Express Mail Label No. EL 747 232 810 US was "enroute" on December 12, 2001. The 
Response also states that Hie same Express Mail Label No. was found on the itemized transmittal 
sheet that accompanied the original papers. The Response states that the Petition lacked a showing 
required by 1.10(c)(3), and Petitioner must provide a true copy of the Express Mail Label showing 
the "date in" or a detailed explanation of the circumstances of why a true copy of the Express Mail 
Label cannot be produced. 

Petitioner is unable to produce a copy of the Express Mail Label as Petitioner never received 
a copy from Ihe United Slates Postal Service. The mailing bearing Express Mail Label No. EL 747 
232 810 US was dropped in a drop box at the Birmingham, MI post office on December 12, 2001 at 
approximately 4:30 pm by Raimi Blackerby, an employee of Carlson, Gaskey & Olds, P.C., prior to 
the last scheduled pickup for that day. Karin Butchko called the Birmingham, MI post office on 
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December 20, 2001 regarding obtaining a copy of the Binningham, MI post office's copy of the 
Express Mail Tabel and spoke to an employee named Bill. Bill stated that the Birmingham, Ml post 
office did not have their copy of the Express Mail Label No. EL 747 232 810 US. Bill further stated 
that during busy times, such as the holidays, the Birmingham, MI post office does not enter the date 
in the "dale in" box of the Express Mail Label receipt and does not return the Express Mail Label 
receipt to the sender, but rather transports the mailings from the drop box directly to Detroit Metro 
airport for processing with all copies of the unmarked label still attached. BUI stated that he 
believed that this occulted with the mailing bearing Express Mail Label No. EL 747 232 810 US as 
the Birmingham, MI post office also did not have a copy of the Express Mail Label receipt, and 
therefore it was likely that both the customer copy and the post office copy of the Express Mail 
Label receipt were still attached to the mailing unmarked during the shipment of the mailing. A 
declaration stating these facts signed by Karin Butchko is attached as Exhibit A. 

Additionally, Petitioner attaches a copy of a USPS Track/Confirm Intranet document 
obtained from the Birmingham, MT Post Office on January 2, 2002 as Exhibit B. This document 
from the USPSalso states that the mailing bearing Express Mail Label No. EL 747 232 810 US was 
"enroute" on December 12, 2001 at 7:1 8 pm. 

Alternatively, Petitioner submits that this Renewed Petition should also be granted under 
Rule 1.10(d). The original Petition was filed promptly after Petitioner became aware that the 
USPTO had accorded a filing date based upon an incorrect entry by the USPS. Additionally, as 
stated in the Response to the Petition mailed on April 30, 2002, the number or the "Express Mail" 
mailing label was placed on the itemized transmittal sheet that accompanied the original papers. 
Finally, the Petition includes a showing which establishes that the requested filing date was the date 
the correspondence was deposited in the "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service prior to 
the last scheduled pick up for that day. This is shown by the USPS Internet Track & Confirm 
document submitted with the original Petition and the USPS Track/Confirm Intranet document 
submitted with the present Renewed Petition. Both of these documents show that the mailing 
bearing Express Mail Label No. EL 747 232 810 US was "enroute" on December 12, 2001 . As the
